W ashington. June 15.— In case the. 
actually come upon Cipriano Castro, 
former president of Venezuela, who 
was driven into exile, state depart­ 
ment officials are about as greatly puz­ 
zled over the question of what to do 
as they were in the first place over 
how to rid the western continent of 
him. 
It has been decided that one of 
the gunboats now in the Caribbean 
shall be ordered to Hayti to take a 
look at the converted gunboat Consul 
Groat lick, that is officially reported as 
having Castro on board. 
Since this 
ship arrived at Port De Paix Tuesday 
the state department has consulted 
by cable with the foreign governments 
interested, anti an understanding has 
been reached that in (ase of Castro 
endeavoring to lajnd action similar to 
that taken at Trinidad shall be re­ 
sorted to, 
About two years ago, short­ 
ly after Castro had been driven out of 
I Venezuela, he was found on a French 
tramp steamer heading for his native 
land. 
President Gomez of Venezuela 
informed the powers that he would be 
able tx) take care of the exile if a land­ 
ing were attempted, and the French 
government agreexl to his arrest if he 
left the ship at LaGuayra. Castro sud­ 
denly turned in at Trinidad, however, 
and the British government, acting on 
the agreem* ut, pushed him on out to 
sea, so to speak. 
From the/e he went to Martinique, 
which was presumably a port of call 
of the steamer, and he was denied a 
landing 
by 
the 
French 
authorities 
there. 
From there he drifted hack 
across the Atlantic and was reported 
to have made his way secretly from 
the Canary Islands up through Europe, 
where he is supposed to have financed 
the present expedition for the purpose 
of overthrowing President Gomez, who 
succeeded him. 
President Simon of Hayti is consid­ 
erably perturbed over the situation. 
According to a cable from there, re­ 
ceived at the state department from 
Minister Furniss, a gunboat has been 
sent, from Port Au Prince to meet the 
Consul Grostoek, which left Port De 
Paix Tuesday for Port Au Prince. 
It 
Is thought the American gunboat will 
be able to assist in identifying the 
proper nationality of the 
ship 
on 
which Castro is coasting about as a 
soldier of fortune, but it has not been 
decided as to what action can he taken 
by the American vessel, even if Castro 
Is sufficiently Identified and the ship 
is found to he flying the German flag 
without authority. 
Since France, Great Britain, Holland 
and Germany are all agreed with the 
United States that Castro shall not be 
allowed to land in the neighborhood of 
Venezuela on the ground that he is an 
undesirable citizen, it seem s reasona­ 
bly certain that he will not have the 
opportunity for so m e time to com e of 
stirring up a revolution to gain the 
ascendancy in his native country.

predicament, 
It 
appears, 
will be almost as sad as that of a cast­ 
away on a desert island waiting for a 
ship to pick him up— he will be a cast­ 
aw ay at sea with land, land every­ 
where, but no place to get ashore.

Biggest Row In lls (History 


Is Brewing. 


New' Orleans, June 15.—Cahle and 
w ireless advices from Central Ameri­ 
can points and orders received here 
by United States secret service men 
seem to color the belief that Central 
America is on the eve of the greatest 
upheaval it has ever known. 
The or­ 
ders to the secret service were to re­ 
double vigilance to prevent filibuster­ 
ing expeditions leaving this and other 
gulf ports. 
Meanwhile Juan J. Estrada, former 
president of Nicaragua and leader of 
one successful rebellion, is speeding 
to New Orleans aboard the steam er 
Heredia. 
Before leaving Guatemala 
City he held several long conferences 
with President Cabrera, then issued a 
formal denial of revolutionary plans 
or of any general revolutionary plot. 
It is said that he is enroute to W ash­ 
ington to confer with the state de­ 
partment officials about the future of 
his country.

Knox’s greeting to Chairman Hamlu 
i was: 
“You've played this up in first 
; class style; if you ever get out of com* 
j gre.^s \ou ought to manage a theat­ 
rical 
com pany.’’

Knox 
was 
referring 
particularly to 
the 
chair­ 
man’s conduct of the inquiry into the 
so-called Day portrait case. 
Mr. Knox 
thereupon laid before the com m ittee 
the long lost voucher for $2,450 and 
other documents in the case that have 
mysteriously reappeared after having 
been m issing for five years. 
The docum ents submitted by Secre­ 
tary Knox throw no definite light upon 
the final disposition of the $1,600 that 
was paid out by the treasury on the 
voucher over and 
beyond 
the $850 
charged by Albert Rosenthal, the Uhil- 
adelphia artist, for painting the por­ 
trait of William ii. Day, then secretary 
of state and now justice of the su­ 
preme court. 
Artist Rosenthal sub­ 
mitted a bill for only $850, and signed 
a voucher in blank, which was filled 
in 
for 
$2,150 
without 
R osenthal’s 
knowledge. 
A letter from W» ll. Michael, who 
was chief of the state department at 
the time and who received the $2,450, 
says that the difference of $1,600 was 
turned over to Secretary of State John 
Hay to pay confidential accounts of 
the department, as lie recalls it, in 
connection with Chinese affairs. 
The 
entire $2,450 was drawn from a fund 
authorized by congress for expendi­ 
tures of a confidential character, and 
for which the secretary of state is re­ 
quired to msik*' no public accounting 
Mr. Michael adds that the signing of 
the voucher by Rosenthal must have 
been an inadvertence, as it was to 
have been signed by Michael himself. 
Mr. Michael is now consul at Calcutta. 
Secretary Knox acknowledged that the 
only information the department had 
as to what had become of the $1,600 
was Mr. Michael s own statem ent. 
As to the mysterious finding of the 
voucher on the floor of the disbursing 
clerk’s room in the state department 
after it had been missing for years.
